Every person should be - free to 
voice his opinion as !ong as he 
does not advocate the overthrow 
of his government. 

Fifthly, freedom from want This: 
must be accomplished by removal of 
cultural barriers between nations. 


. Fascism In America 


President Roosevelt said the outline 
of these objectives raises the ques- 
tion whether the United States is 
going to seek the five “freedoms”. -or 
give them up, or encourage by lack 
of opposition those nations which have 
removed them in order to achieve a 
somewhat more efficient government. 

He frankly admitted that what 
he termed the corporate ‘state or 
government as maintained in Italy, 

Germany and Russia, . was 

efficient than Democracy. 

Delays were inherent in the Ameri- 
can system, he said, because of ‘its 
system of checks and balances in the 
legislative, executive and _duridical 
branches. - 


The President chveaiad” the reason 
behind his remarks when he said 
he was sorry.to say a large num~

The exciting experience of a Shang- 
hai boy, a former pupil of the old 
Cathedral School for Boys, who joined 
the R.A.F, and saw active service in 
France, but was ‘eventually taken by 
the Germans and is now in a prison 
camp, is revealed in a letter received 
recently by his relatives in Shanghai.

We that is the crew all 
jumped by parachute and are all now 
in an Air Force prison. Camp.

Weather here is really | grand and 
there is some talk of a swim -occa- 
sionally, so all in all no grumbles so 
far. There are about twenty RAF, 
officers and some French pilots no 
military or navy. Evidently they keep

Guigan has asked that his bail be.

from the United States, where re- 
cently $25,000 bail was fixed in 
an analogous case.” This is taken 
here as basis for a report circu- 
Jating in the Canal Zone that , 
Wolff is an associate of a German 
named Herbert Hoehne who was — 
arrested in Los Angeles on June 
27 and charged with being an 
unregistered Nazi _agent. An at- 
tache of the German Legation and 
two G-men who flew from Wash- .
